peal to many in the United 
States who are looking for a 
face-saving way out of the war. 
They probably are also hoping 
that the new proposal will fuel 
worries in Saigon about Wash- 
ington's longer-term support. 


"The new formula for a 


political settlement in South 
Vietnam, by its fuzziness and air 
of reasonableness, is designed 
both to encourage individuals in 
South Vietnam whose support of 
the war is wavering and to give 
some ammunition to those who 
are already working to build an 
anti-Thieu, anti-war 
constitu- 


ency." 


Election Influence 


This aspect of the analysis 


was known to coincide with the 
belief in other administration 
quarters that the Communist 
peace plan was launched, at 
least in part, to influence the 
outcome of the October elections 
in 
South 
Vietnam, 
w h e n 


President Thieu will seek re- 
election. 


The analysis said the Viet 


Cong plan's first "new nuance" 
was that instead of demanding a 
coalition regime in Hanoi, it 
"simply 
demands 
that 
the 


United States 'cease backing the 
bellicose group' headed 
by 


Thieu." 


The other nuance, it said, is 


that the Communists no longer 
ask a "three-segment" regime, 
including Communists, but a 
broad "government of national 
concord" to be negotiated by the 
Viet Cong with a "post-Thieu 
administration."

AEC Jests Atom Bomb 
Mate To Release Gas

The bomb, set off at the 


bottom of a 1,733-foot shaft, had 
the force of 80,000 tons of TNT, 
about four times that of the 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima. 
The AEC said it released no 
radiation into the atmosphere. 


The blast bulged the surface 


of the desert and sent out shock 
waves that rocked observers 12 
miles away and were felt in Las 
Vegas, 90 miles away. 


For Rockies' Gas 


The shot, code-named Miniata, 


was the first test of a device the 
AEC has spent 
five 
years 


developing. 


In another five years the AEC 


hopes to sell a similar device to 
industry for fracturing the vast 
sandstone beds that lie under 
several Rocky M o u n t a i n 
states. 


Scientists say there is enough 


natural gas trapped in those 
formations to double the nation's 
reserve of the fuel, but it is now 


not 
possible 
to 
tap 
it 


economically. 


By fracturing the rock with 20 


to 60 bombs like Miniata, 
scientists say they can create a 
cavern of fractured rock from 
which large quantities of gas 
could easily be drawn. 


President Nixon recently told 


Congress that increasing 
the 


natural gas reserve was one t>f 
the nation's most urgent energy 
needs. 


The explosive package for 


Miniata was eight inches wide, 
small enough to be lowered in- 
side the pipes normally used 
in gas fields. 


The AEC said it was also a 


very "clean" bomb, expected to 
produce less than one-tenth the 
radiation of bombs previously 
tested for gas field use. Low 
radiation is important because 
some of the r a d i o a c t i v e 
byproducts will be carried by 
the gas produced into homes or 
factories where the gas 
is 


burned. 


Still to be developed is a 


method for detonating more 
than one bomb in sequence to 
increase fracturing power and 
reduce cost.

battled police for the third night

damage. 


Police battled back with tear 


gas and night sticks. 


One policeman was reported

The extent of his injury was not 
known. 


The arrest count by midnight 


had reached 16, police said. 


A civilian, not identified, was 


assaulted while coming out of a 
swimming pool in the area. He 
suffered a head wound.

festival.

had suggested television stations 
show all of their film on the air 
so parents could see if their

demonstrations the past two 
evenings. 


Police Chief Richard Andersen 


went so far as to suggest the 
stations

the obscenities 


voiced at the police. 


Nick Kidd, 28, a machinist, 


and Jack Kielian,

they

going through the area on Kidd's 
motorcycle when they were ac- 
osted. Both were injured by the 
mob.

thoroughfare, was blocked again 
before police used their special 
tear gas guns.

Approximately 25 police offi-

Hruska Introduces Bill To Permit 
Appellate Review Of Sentences 


Washington (UPI) — Sen. 


Roman L. Hruska, R-Neb., has 
introduced a bill to permit ap- 
pellate review of sentences im- 
posed for federal crimes. 


Hruska, ranking Republican 


on the judiciary committee, has 
failed in two previous attempts 
to get an ammendment to the 
U.S. code. 


He said the amendment was 


needed to "correct one of the 
greatest single injustices exist- 
ing in our federal criminal 
process today: the lack of au- 
thority and machinery to review 
unreasonable sentenced." 


Hruska said the measure 


would correct disparities 
of 


sentences between f e d e r a l 
districts for similar crimes. 


Federal judges often have 


noted that "a sentence is the 
only discretionary power vested 
in the federal trial judge which 
is not subject to appeal," he 
said. 


"The 
responsibility for 


determining the proper sentence 
is so great as to justify and 
warrant the means of review," 
Hruska said. 


He said his bill would not re- 


quire a 
review 
of federal 


sentences, but it would permit 
them. 


The bill, Hruska said, reflects 


the view of the national com- 
mission on reform of federal 
criminal laws which has pro- 
moted a total reform of the 
federal criminal laws by the 
criminal laws and procedures 
subcommittee. 


Hruska said the bill had the 


support of at least eight other 
committee members, including 
Sens.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


When (he whole issue between State Senator Ernest Chambers 


and Penitentiary Warden Maurice Sigler is sifted through, you 
have the feeling that the two are not so far apart as the 
issues as they are in personalities. There is considerable 
agreement between them that improvements in the Nebraska 
penal system are needed. 


Chambers, however, feels that improvement will never come 


with Sigler or anyone like him. On the other side, Sigle.r 
naturally takes issue with this and the record tends to back 
him up, even though no one might attribute perfection to 
him. 


Possibly. Sigler would rely somewhat more than might 


be necessary on theories and principles of discipline but 
Chambers, we believe, would err at least as heavily in the 
other direction. Additionally, we go along with Sigler when 
he says that Chambers, so far, has talked mainly to the 
known trouble-makers in the penitentiary. 


* 
If things arc wrong at the reformatory and penitentiary, 


however, why has Sigler not done anything about it if he 
agrees that such is the case? Sigler has done a lot already 
on the side ol rehabilitation and improved custodial care of 
the inmate? and this is the personal philosophy of the man. 


This is why we think Chambers is unfair in his criticism 


of the Sigler 'administration. But Sigler has not done more 
for one simple reason — the state of Nebraska has not wanted 
to do more 


It is such an old and tired story that we are 
almost 


sick of telling It but maybe if it is repeated often enough, 
someone wil! be«in to listen. First off, the people of Nebraska, 
meaning its political leadership and its electorate, have not 
bought a modern concept of penology. 


A penitentiary and reformatory, along with other correctional 


institutions, are viewed bj Nebraskans as places of punishment. 
as places to separate criminals from the rest of society for 
the safety of that society Unfortunately, this is only one part 
oi the purpose ot such institutions. 


* 
It is no longer even a major part but it is still the 


dominant thinking in Nebraska Therefore, when you propose 
the erection of new and modern facilities, the inauguration 
of 
advanced 
rehabilitation 
programs, 
the 
upgrading 
of 


professional 
staff and other changes, you are told that a 


penitentiary is not supposed to be a penthouse. 


You are reminded that no one put the inmates in those 


institutions, they are there because they chose to break the 
law. You are told about the evils of coddling prisoners and 
even reminded ot so-called Biblical incantations of an eye 
for an eye. 


You get, in short, all the fuzzy thinking, prejudice and 


plain old stupidity that have for far too long held sway in 
the correctional system ot the entire nation. No less a figure 
than President Nixon himself has placed the modernization 
and upgrading of our prisons in the highest of priority ratings. 


But (he people want revenge and they have so little apprecia- 


tion or understanding of the tremendous sociological factors 
associated with the world ot crime. If they can't comprehend 
the concept ot rehabilitation, then they certainly will never 
support it with tax dollars. 


^\ 


What a modern penal approach has to recognize is that 


theie are, basically, two kinds of people to deal with — those 
who can and will respond to opportunity and those who will 
not. For the latter, a cell with bars and stern discipline is 
the only answer. 


For the former, something entirely different is needed. 


Chambers, vie feel, fails to differentiate between the two, even 
though he is correct in his assessment of many of the existing 
shortcomings. 


The matter of segregation of prisoners is a delicate one, 


relating as much as anything else, perhaps, to the equality 
<of treatment rather than the separation of individuals. We 
are 
not prepared to approve of total integration 
in the 


penitentiary, simply because the moral and human factors there 
are not the same as they are in society in general. 


Chambers can contribute immeasurably to the achievement 


of the improvements vie need in Nebraska if he maintains 
a balanced and impersonal attitude in his work. Nebraska's 
correctional system does need to change but that is no indictment 
of Sigler, a man who has done his share to make things 
betterand to put the spotlight on continuing shortcomings.

It does not 
seem quite civilized to have 
romped, dry-nosed, through the 
carefree years of youth and 
then—in the prime of life, hav- 
ing learned to care for one's 
health and keep the nose 
powdered and eyes mascara'd— 
to contract hay fever.

weed produces 16 tons of pollen 
each summer season. 


Since ragweed causes 95 per- 


cent of all the hay fever in the 
country, it would seem a good 
idea to kill off the ragweed, 
which stretches across 
the 


rural scene and blows its 
potential poisons hundreds of 
miles 
into 
the 
innermost 


regions of the biggest cities. 


But 
public opinion rarely 


becomes 
thoroughly enough 


aroused to do much about the 
affliction, which the Hay Fever 
Prevention Society described 
as "the neglected stepchild in 
medical education for more 
than 
100 years."

It is far more than that, of 


course. Hay fever results an- 
nually in many thousands of 
man-hours lost. 


But the m a j o r i t y of 


Americans don't worry about 
this "nuisance disease" — be- 
cause they don't suffer from it. 


And the victims who 
do 


suffer from hay fever are so 
miserable for three months of 
the year that they can't quite 
get up the ambition to do 
anything constructive to wipe it' 
out.

Park Incident In Omaha 


It is an unfortunate situation when a 


city council imposes an early curfew on 
a public park, thus denying to all citizens 
access to a place they have a right to enjoy 
because of the wanton disregard of community 
standards by a few troublemakers. 


But the Omaha City Council decided it 


must restrict the use of Memorial Park on 
Dodge St. because of vandalism, sexual acti- 
vity, drug use and the damage to surrounding 
residential areas on the part of youthful park 
people. Those frequenting the park in the 
evening hours 
clearly 
were abusing 
the 


privilege and desecrating a memorial for war 
dead, notwithstanding t h e i r contradictory 
arguments that Omaha youth have "no place 
to go,'" but even so. they would carry on 
such activities elsewhere if the park were 
closed. 


Events of the past few nights proved that 


the Omaha council knew what the problem 
was and whom it was dealing with. Youths 
protesting the 8 p.m. curfew set by the city 


council have made a mockery of whatever 
cause they might have had. 


Violence has grown worse since the park 


closing was ordered, prompting Omaha Mayor 
Gene Leahy to comment, "The law will be 
enforced. The assault of police officers, the 
interruption of the flow of traffic on streets 
near 
the park, the destruction 
of public 


property, the vandalism of private property 
and the assault of private citizens was in- 
excusable. Continuation of this activity is in- 
tolerable v So it is. 


The 
mayor, 
city 
council 
and police 


department of Omaha, which apparently has 
reacted with commendable restraint under the 
circumstances, are to be praised for taking 
actions to make Memorial Park a place that 
can once again be enjoyed by all Ornahans 
and not a place to be abused by a few. 


We hope such a situation does not occur 


in Lincoln; that Lincolmtes who enjoy using 
their parks, youthful or not, might take heed 
of events in Omaha.

are tired and corrupt. This last

on. He has a scarcely con- 
cealed contempt for all the

the random power of money in 
politics. His entry in "Who's 
Who" shows him connected 
with a wide range ot causes, 
including the reform of abor- 
tion laws, population control 
and the Urban League.

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It is an interesting commen- 


tary that his father, Charles 
Stewart Mott, is not listed in 
"Who's Who,'' although he is 
t)ne of the richest men 
in 


America and the largest holder 
of General Motors shares in the 
world. An auto pioneer in Flint, 
Mich., he sold out in 1910 for 
$11.000,000 in stock in 
the 


company that was ultimately to 
become 
General M o t o r s . 


Nature Wok its course as GM 
became the largest corporation 
in history. This is the source of 
his son's wealth. 


Shortly after Hubert Hum- 


phrey's nomination at the un- 
happy Democratic convention 


in Chicago, he received 
a 


communication 
from 
Mott's 


group. In effect, as Humphrey 
and his campaign strategists in- 
terpreted that letter, it was a 
demand that he change his 
foreign policy in return for 
money from this company of 
wealthy backers. The occasion 
for considerable indignation in 
the 
Humphrey 
camp, 
no 


meeting 
with the McCarthy 


money men took place even 
though the D e m o c r a t i c 
candidate was desperate for 
funds, 
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In March of this year, Joseph 


Califano, currently counsel for 
the Democratic N a t i o n a l 
Committee, c i t e d the Mott 
letter, as quoted in Fortune 
magazine, as an example of the 
way big money is used to try to 
pressure candidates to take one 
position or another. Mott, in an 
indignant response sent to the 
Senate committee conducting 
hearings into a fair election 
bill, denied he had tried to 
compel Humphrey to adopt his 
own 
McCarthyite 
Vietnam 


policy. He said he was a 
registered 
Republican 
who 


would never, so along as the 
Demorats sought to suppress a 
free exchange of ideas 
and 


keep contributors from, using 
their money in politics, give 
another dime to the national 
committee. 


McCarthy says he is speaking 


around the country trying to 
bring about election reforms. 
This is all to the good and he is 
still a draw. 


But it begs the question of the 


corruption 
of 
big 
money. 


Big-money givers like Mott 
believe they are serving the 
angels in reforming corrupt 
America. The Pews and the 
Duponts, on the other side, are 
determined 
to restore 
the 


Republic to the faith of their 
fathers.

Black 
Judge 
William 
H. 
Hastie of 


Philadelphia was quoted by the United Press 
International as having told delegates to the 
NAACP national convention that recent trends 
of black separatism must be halted and 
reversed 
or 
black 
Americans 
may 
find 


themselves more deprived and discriminated 
against. 


This is a feeling that has long been with 


us. The idea of separate but equal treatment 
of blacks is based on the conviction that 
there can never be integrated equality. It 
is no wonder that many members of the 
black community have this feeling but it can- 
not be accepted as fact. 


The truth is that the only possible way 


of achieving equality is to have integration. 
To separate the black race from the white 
society will breed the discrimination that has 
been our downfall in the past. 


We say this because it would be a prac- 


tical impossibility to achieve a total state 


of separation of the races. A separate black 
and white economy, for instance, just is not 
a 
sensible 
objective. Where 
at least 
a 


minimum of mixing of the races would be 
required, a policy of separation would con- 
tribute to chaos. 


The separation would bring about pred- 


judice and misunderstasding which would 
produce open discrimination at any time of 
mixing. 
How could intergration

in 


education, for instance, if the races were 
separate in all other things? 


' The only answer to the racial problem 


is to be found in a growing understanding 
by all people of the futility and stupidity 
of discrimination. When the folly and evil 
of this practice is finally and fully understood, 
then there would be no need for separation 
and no practice of discrimination.

Acheson Calling For Official Secrets Act; 
Maintains Press Should 'Police7 Itself Also 


W A S H I N G TON—Former 


Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son has entered the controversy 
over publication of the Pen- 
tagon Papers, suggesting that 
an "ethical issue, or its ghost" 
has continued to "haunt" The 
New 
York 
Times. 
More 


specifically, he called for a 
"severe official secrets act" 
and a self-governing body for 
the press "to stimulate more 
ethical professional 
relations 


with the government." 


Acheson's so-called "ethical 


question" rests on his notion 
that the Pentagon Papers were 
simply stolen items and that, as 
Chief Justice Burger put it, "a 
duty rests on taxi 
drivers, 


justices and The New York 
Times" to report such thefts to 
"responsible public 
officers." 


Aches.on 
drew 
a 
further 


comparison: 
the 
Pentagon 


Papers, he said, were property 
that belong "to the United 
State of America as clearly as 
does the Battleship Missouri or 
the White House silver." 


Now, it may seem strange to 


consider the duties of a justice, 
a taxi driver and a newspaper 
as one and the same, at that 
crucial moment when any one 
of them comes into possession 
of the Pentagon Papers. It may 
seem downright frivolous to 
compare these documents to 
tangible items of determinate 


value, like a battleship or the 
Wihite House silver. But accord- 
ing to Acheson, it is Neil Shee- 
han of The Times who has vio- 
lated Samuel Johnson's advice 
to Boswell not "to think foolish- 
ly." 


Sheehan is thus dismissed for 


having said that the history 
contained in 
the 
Pentagon 


Papers 
"belongs 
to 
t h e 


people . . . they own it and 
nave the right to know of its 
contents." 
Aside 
from 
the 


question whether there is not 
some considerable sense in 
which the people also own the 
Missouri and the White House 
dinner 
knives, 
the 
people 


having paid for them, the real 
issue here, political and ethical, 
is the publication of informa- 
tion: and the real cant is to try 
to suggest that the issue is in- 
stead a matter of stolen items. 
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Former Secretary of Defense 


McNamara ordered this history 
compiled, according to ,'ts 
authors, so that it might be 
seen where and how errors had 
been made and so that others 
might therefore profit by those 
errors—perhaps 
even 
avoid 


them. But who was to study the 
record — the Johnson adminis- 
tration? Virtually all its high 
officials went out of office, like 
Secretary of State Rusk, not, 
knowing that the Pentagon 
Papers existed. 
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The Nixon administration? 


The record is clear that few of 
its high officials even knew the 
record existed, and none had 
studied it; it took the State 
Department a day or two even 
to locate its copy. 


Congress? 
Sen. Fulbright's 


request for the study was reject- 
ed by a low-level official in the 
Pentagon who testified in court 
that he had not known the 
study existed until the senator 
asked for it. 


There remain, of course, the 


same people who paid for the 
Missouri, 
the 
White House 


silver and Vietnam. They now 
know most of what was in the 
Pentagon 
record, 
and even 


their c o n g r e s s m e n and 
Fulbright — as a result of the 
papers' publication — have 
been given limited access to 
this historical matter. 


So how f o o l i s h was 


Sheehan's thinking, after all? 
As a practical matter, the 
people 
who read t h e s e 


documents in The Times were 
the first to study them; and as 
a theoretical matter, they are 
the ones for whom the history 
was intended in the first place. 
McNamara himself sought to 
declassify and, publish them, 
but was overruled at tine White 
House.

As for an official secrets act, 


no doubt such a law would have 
e f f e c t i v e l y 
prevented 


publication of the Pentagon 
Papers. It is not likely that 
comparable documents would 
have been published in Britain, 
for instance, where there is an 


official secrets act as severe as 
the one Acheson wants. 


But assuming such an act 


could be squared with the First 
Amendment 
— 
a 
l o n g 


assumption — Acheson's final 
p o i n t is remarkable. T h e 
press, he says, should police 
itself 
i n t o "more 
ethical 


professional relations with the 
government." But who, pray, 
in that case, is going to police 
the 
government 
into more 


ethical professional relations 
with the people? 


However the words "deceit' 


and "misled" may be deplored, 
even cursory examination of 
the Pentagon Papers discloses 
how little successive admini- 
strations told the public. From 
the U-2 incident to Cambodia, 
the record of those administra- 
tions is replete with dissem- 
bling, sophistries and outright 
lies. As far back as 1949, even 
Acheson "propagated myths" 
about Chinese-American rela- 
tions, according to recent testi- 
mony before the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee by Allen Whit- 
ing of the Center for Chinese 
Studies at the University of 


Yet, here is a formula that 


would give the government 
immensely greater power to 
make and keep secrets, while 
the press was policing itself 
against "publishing material 
ethically undesirable." Samuel 
Johnson would know what to 
say to that: "The mass of 
every 
people 
m u s t 
be 


barbarous where there is no 
printing."

Chambers, we feel, fails to differentiate between the two, ev en 
thou gh he is co rrect in his assessment of many of the ex isting 
sho rtco mings. 
The m atter of segregatio n o f priso ners is a delicate o ne, 
relating as mu ch as any thing else, perhaps, to the equality 
o f treatm ent rather than the separatio n o f indiv iduals. We

integ ratio n in the 
p enitentiary , simp ly becau se the mo ral and human facto rs there 
are not the same as they are in so ciety in g eneral.

Nebraska s 
co rrectio nal sy stem do es need to change bu t that is no indictment 
of Sigler, a man who has done his share to make things 
betterand to p u t the sp o tlight on co ntinu ing sho rtco mings.

It is an u nfo rtu nate situ atio n when a 
city cou ncil 
imp o ses an early cu rfew 
on 
a p u blic p ark, thu s deny ing to all citizens 
access to a p lace they hav e a right to enjo y 
becau se of the wanto n disregard of co mmu nity 
standards by a few tro u blemakers. 
Bu t the Omaha City Cou ncil decided it 
mu st restrict the u se of Memo rial Park on 
Dodge St. becau se of v andalism, sex u al acti­ 
v ity , dru g u se and the damage to su rro u nding 
residential areas on the p art of y o u thfu l p ark 
p eo p le. Those freq u enting the p ark in the 
ev ening 
ho u rs 
clearly 
were 
abu sing 
the 
p riv ilege and desecrating a memo rial fo r war 
dead, no twithstanding 
t h e i r co ntradicto ry 
argu ments that Omaha y ou th hav e “no p lace 
to go ,” bu t ev en so, they wou ld carry on 
su ch activ ities elsewhere if the p ark were 
clo sed. 
Ev ents of the p ast few nights p ro v ed that 
the Omaha co u ncil knew what the p ro blem 
was and whom it was dealing with. Yo u ths 
p ro testing the 8 p .m. cu rfew set by the city 


cou ncil hav e made a mo ckery o f whatev er 
cau se they might hav e had. 
Violence has gro wn wo rse since the p ark 
clo sing was o rdered, p ro mp ting Omaha May or 
Gene Leahy to co mment, “The law will be 
enfo rced. The assau lt of p olice o fficers, the 
interru p tio n of the flow of traffic on streets 
near 
the 
p ark, 
the 
destru ctio n 
of 
p u blic 
p ro p erty , the v andalism of p riv ate p ro p erty 
and the assau lt o f p riv ate citizens was in­ 
ex cu sable. Co ntinu atio n of this activ ity is in­ 
to lerable.”

actio ns to make Memo rial Park a p lace that 
can o nce again be enjo y ed by all Omahans 
and no t a p lace to be abu sed by a few.

Acheson Calling For Official Secrets Act; 


Maintains Press Should 'Police' Itself Also 


W A S H I N G TO N -Fo rm er 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son has entered the co ntro v ersy 
o v er p u blicatio n of the Pen­ 
tago n Pap ers, su ggesting that 
an “ethical issu e, o r its gho st” 
has co ntinu ed to “ hau nt” The 
New 
York 
Times. 
More 
sp ecifically , he called fo r a 
“ sev ere o fficial secrets act” 
and a self-go v erning body fo r 
the p ress “ to stim u late mo re 
ethical p ro fessio nal 
relatio ns 
with the go v ernment.” 
Aeheso n’s so -called “ ethical 
questio n” rests o n his no tio n 
that the Pentag o n Papers were 
simply sto len items and that, as 
Chief Justice Burg er put it, “ a 
duty rests o n tax i 
driv ers, 
justices and The New Yo rk 
Times” to repo rt such thefts to 
“ respo nsible public o fficers.” 
Acheso n 
drew 
a 
further 
co mpariso n; 
the 
Pentag o n 
Papers, he said, were pro perty 
that belo ng “ to the 
United 
State o f America as clearly as 
do es tine Battleship Misso uri o r 
the White Ho use silv er.” 
Now, it may seem strange to 
co nsider the du ties of a ju stice, 
a tax i driv er and a newsp ap er 
as one and the sam e, at that 
cru cial mo ment when any one 
of them co mes into p o ssessio n 
of the Pentago n Pap ers. It may 
seem do wnright friv o lo u s to 
co mp are these do cu ments to 
tangible items of determinable 


v alu e, like a battleship o r the 
White Hou se silv er Bu t acco rd­ 
ing to Acheson, it is Neil Shee­ 
han of The Times who has v io­ 
lated Samu el Jo hnso n’s adv ice 
to Boswell not “ to think foolish­ 
ly ” 
Sheehan is thu s dismissed for 
hav ing said that the histo ry 
co ntained 
in 
the 
Pentago n 
Pap ers 
“ belo ngs 
to 
t h e 
p eo p le . . . they own it and 
nav e the right to know of its 
co ntents.” 
Aside 
fro m 
the 
q u estio n whether there is not 
so me co nsiderable

issu e here, p o litical and ethical, 
is the p u blicatio n of info rma­ 
tio n; and the real cant is to try 
to su ggest that the issu e is in­ 
stead a m atter of sto len items.

The reco rd is clear that few of 
its high o fficials ev en knew the 
reco rd ex isted, and none had 
stu died it; it to o k the State 
Dep artment a day o r two ev en 
to lo cate its cop y .

req u est fo r the stu dy was reject­ 
ed by a low-lev el o fficial in the 
Pentago n who testified in co u rt 
that he had no t known the 
stu dy ex isted u ntil the senato r 
asked fo r it. 
There remain, o f co urse, the 
same peo ple who paid fo r the 
Misso uri,

McNamara himself so ug ht to 
declassify and publish them, 
but was o v erruled at the White 
Ho use.

As fo r an o fficial secrets act, 
no do ubt such a law wo uld hav e 
e f f e c t i v e l y 
prev ented 
publicatio n o f the 
Pentag o n 
Papers. It is no t likely that 
co mparable do cuments wo uld 
hav e been published in Britain, 
fo r instance, where there is an 


o fficial secrets act as sev ere as 
the o ne Acheso n wants. 
But assuming such an act 
co uld be squared with the First 
Amendment 
— 
a 
1 o n g 
assumptio n — Acheso n’s final 
p o i n t is remarkable. T h e 
press, he say s, sho uld po lice 
itself 
i n t o 
“ mo re 
ethical 
pro fessio nal relatio ns with the 
g o v ernment.” But who , pray , 
in that case, is g o ing to po lice 
the 
g o v ernment 
into 
mo re 
ethical 
pro fessio nal 
relatio ns 
with the peo ple? 
Ho wev er the wo rds “ deceit’ 
and “ misled” may be deplo red, 
ev en curso ry ex aminatio n o f 
the Pentag o n Papers disclo ses 
ho w little successiv e admini­ 
stratio ns to ld the public. Fro m 
the U-2 incident to Cambo dia, 
the reco rd o f tho se administra­ 
tio ns is replete with dissem­ 
bling , so phistries and o utrig ht 
lies. As far back as 1 9 49 , ev en 
Acheso n “ pro pag ated my ths” 
abo ut Chinese-American rela­ 
tio ns, acco rding to recent testi­ 
mo ny befo re the Fo reig n Rela­ 
tio ns Co mmittee by Allen Whit­ 
ing o f the Center fo r Chinese 
Studies at the Univ ersity o f 
Yet, here is a fo rmula that 
wo uld g iv e

Samuel 
Jo hnso n wo uld kno w what to 
say to that:

Way Cleared For Aid 


The President's declaration, 


requested by Gov. J. James 
Exon, cleared the way for state 
and federal aid to be used in 
clearing 
away 
debris 
and 


repairing damage caused bv 
flash flooding in early June. 


In addition 
to the Wayne 


meeting, Johnson said, state and 
federal 
officials 
would meet 


prior to going to the area and 
making 
"detailed" 
damage 


surveys. 


Preliminary 
estimates, ac- 


cording to Johnson, indicated 
$700,000 in federal aid would be 
needed to repair damage to 
public property. 


"The main problem in that 


area," he said, "was a heavy 
proportion of public property 
damage." 


"There wasn't a great deal of 


private damage," he added.

Johnson said public officials

Women Voter 
Unit Opposes 
Cuts in ADC 


The League of Women Voters 


of 
Nebraska 
Thursday 
an- 


nounced its opposition to the 
State 
Welfare 
Department's 


move to cut some Aid to De- 
pendent Children (ADC) pay- 
ments. 


The state is expected to pro- 


rate some ADC payments later 
this summer to avoid a 1972 
deficit appropriation. 


It is believed that the pro- 


rating will average about 9%, 
principally causing reductions to 
those recipients who have in- 
come other than their monthly 
welfare checks. 


The league's announcement 


said it "believes that this ap- 
parent economy move will have 
far-reaching personal and social 
consequences "for the children 
affected." 


"The ADC recipients first to 


be cut are those with sup- 
plemental incomes from work- 
ing," the statement said, "and 
the league considers this to be 
arbitrary 
and overlooks 
the 


issue of the 60% of Nebraska's 
ADC recipients who work but 
because of low wages still 
qualify for assistance." 


The league's announcement 


also asked, "Why has 
the 


amount appropriated, just three 
months ago, become less thanj 
needed right at the beginning of' 
the new fiscal year?" 


And, the league asked, "Why 


is it necessary to prorate funds 
for 
ADC alone when court 


administration and the Aid to 
the Blind and Disabled category 
also have anticipated deficits 
for fiscal year?"

Dzu's Adviser Says General

Nha Trang, South Vietnam — 


Maj. Gen. Ngo Dzu, said an 
American congressman to be 
one of the chief drug traffickers 
in South Vietnam, asked Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu Thurs- 
day afternoon to protest the el- 
legation, according to the gen- 
eral's senior American adviser, 
Jota Paul Vann. 


Vann said, "There is no in- 


formation available to me that 
in any shape, manner or fashion 
would substantiate the charges 
Congressman (Robert Steele (R- 
Conn.) has made." 


Dzu, II Corps commander, 


could not be reached directly for 
comment. His spokesman in 
Pteiku was informed of Steele's 
allegation and Vann said Dzu 
had called mm on the telephone 
and told him of his appeal to 
Thieu. 


Vann, who has been a field 


adviser in South Vietnam for 
every year but one since 1962, 
said he has known Dzu for eight 
years. He came to Nha Trang to 


be his senior adviser in Miliatry 
Region II last May 16. 


"Since I came here," Vann 


said "I have advised Gen. Dzu 
of the necessity of mounting an 
extremely anti-narcotics 
cam- 


paign. He has been responsive. 


"I am not at all claiming that 


my counterpart is innocent of 
any wrongdoing," 
Vann 
con- 


tinued. "If there has been any 
wrongdoing of this nature I have 
not been aware of it." 


Dzu was recently accused of 


various acts of corruption in 
letters said to be written by 
some officers 
in 
his 
com- 


mand. 


He held a news conference to 


deny those allegations. Vann, 
widely regarded as the most 
knowledgeable American official 
in Vietnam, said, "We received 
copies of the letters and we 
made a 
concerted 
effort to 


determine the validity of the 
charges, and they have all upon 
examination fizzled." 


Dzu is generally regarded as 


a military commander of av- 
erage but not brilliant abilities.

The Law Backs Brock 


A few racing folks were upset on Gold Cup weekend 


at Ak-Sar-Ben and not the least of those upset was jockey 
Lonnie Ray, a former rider in this state and a highly successful 
jockey at most meets where he hangs his tack, when he 
was not allowed to ride at Ak that day. 


Turning thumbs down on Ray's desires was Ak-Sar-Ben 


general manager Tom Brock, who, in addition to telling 
him he didn't want him in a saddle at Ak-Sar-Ben, also 
told him he was personna noil gratis on the Omaha racing 
plant's grounds. 


And in his decision, Brock has a precedent court test to 


back him. The court test came when a jockey, who had a long 
record of suspensions but was not currently under suspension, 
was banned from riding at Monmouth Park by track manage- 
ment. 


The jockey in filing suit contended that only stewards 


and racing commissions had authority to prohibit him from 
riding. 


The court declared, "the association, a private corporation, 


could exclude a jockey from riding at its track even though 
he held a valid license from the state commission." 


The court further ruled, "In the absence of statutes to 


the contrary, a racing association may exclude or eject any 
patron from its premises, except because of race, color, 
creed, sex, or religious beliefs, with or without stating a 
reason."
